‘RED DEAN' TALKS! 
COMMUNISM IN 
UNITED STATES!

“I do not love thee, Doctor Pell, 
“The reason why I cannot tell; 
"B ut this alone I know full well, 
"I do not love thee, Doctor Fell.” 


We have in our midst the Very 
Rev Hewlett Johnson, Dean of Eng­ 
land's ancient Canterbury C athedral, 
who is known as the "Red D ean” 
because of his extreme left views and 
his great friendship for Soviet Russia. 
The good Dean Is speech-m aking 
and is devoting much of his energy 
to reproving as for our aversion to 
Communism 
He says "peoples all 
over the earth view with misgivings 
the encirclem ent of the Soviet Union 
by 434 American air bases," and the 
"expenditure by the United States 
of vast sums for war purposes.” 
One would think the "Red D ean” 
would have enough business of his 
own to mind back home, the vast 
m ajority of Britons being hostile Id 
Communism 
However, his propa­ 
ganda there doesn t seem to have 
achieved the success which he craves. 
On Barnstorming Tour 
Twice the "Red Dean” has been 
publicly rebuked by the Prim ate of 
all England. But to give the Dean 
credit for steadfastness of purpose, 
he hasn ’t seemed to give a tinker's 
dam Perhaps more than incidental­ 
ly. the Dean isn't answerable to the 
head of the Church of England but 
only to the government. 
So the Dean ("You can call me 
Red") is barnstorm ing in our land, 
trying to convince us th at Com m u­ 
nism has a heart of gold Well, we 
can take it, but lf the good doctor 
would pause to look about a bit he 
would see th a t ne will have trouble 
in persuading us. 
As a clergyman he might be in ­ 
terested in the document published 
in W ashington yesterday by the un- 


American activities com m ittee of the 
House of Representatives, th a t de­ 
clares: "You cannot be a Com m unist 
and believe in God. x x x In all their 
plans and actions, the Com m unists 
m ark down religion as enemy No. I.” 
On second thought, maybe th at

wouldn't

Dean. 
After a trip to Russia In '38 he said 
th a t "it is totally wrong to say these 
people are irreligious lf they deny 
God. It does not m atter w hat they 
say with their lips; it Is w hat they 
m ean in their hearts.” 
Perhaps the Dean m ight take more 
notice of this: yesterday in C incin­ 
nati 
the American Federation of 
Labor in convention adopted a for­ 
eign policy calling for a m ilitary 
alliance against Soviet Russia and 
breaking off trade relations with the 
U S S R until the Berlin blockade is 
lifted. And the C IO . opened its 
annual convention in Portland, t£rc„ 
with the antl-Communlst. right wing 
In full control and determ ined to de­ 
liver further heavy blows to the 
dwindling left wing.
